The moihcRt I '*as if^nned of Mr. Quiii's re- 
turn to toivn, I waited oh him to apologize for ihc 
unpardonable ne^eQ I had been guilty of, in leaving 
EnglandwithOut paying my rcfpeflstohim. I found 
at his apartments Sir George (fmce Lord) Lyttelton, 
Thomfon, Mallet, and Smollett, As I had been 
ilready introduceid to thofe gentlemen; andwas upon 
a footing of itiiitriacy with them, I -was not forry al' 
rijcir being prefent upon the occafion. Having fa- 
luted him, I aflured him that I was hSppy in the op- 
portdnity of clearing myfeif of the error 1 had com- 
mitted, before his friends, who had honoured me 
with their ^notice iif9t> nis -account', ' I tfcknowledge4 
VOL.

Upon our fettling in I<>dging8» Mifs Q'Hara, hf«i- 
Tyi^wlcy'seldeil 4aK^ter, wl^ by {o^ means Q( 
other had.dif(4)|ig^ b^ifiX^fi^ cimf}9 liv« wi^- 
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in. This circufiiilancc was very agreeable to me, as 
well as to roy mother. She in paiticular was pleafed 
with it. For ai (he was now eiwirely engrofTed by 
hermc^jtaliiNis, whichwere ufuaJIy employed on iwa 
<£:ScTei)t'&bje3s,naiiiety her favourite Mr. Oump, 
Sid the approach of a more agceeidjle figure calJett 
Beatk, fliewas. glad I h»d^ a-companiiitfi in'whoTe 
friendlhip fhe could rely, and who wouJd forward! 
her wiOi ; that of ooinDg me to Mr. Crump, One 
day my tno^r being more than, ufually iinportunate- 
on thisifiibjed, I was fa dUplea£Ed at the odious to- 
pic,, that I anfwened with great .warmth, " I wifii, 
<* Madam, you would marry him yourCdf. I can 
'* have^no objeftioa to him for sl Jiuhtr-in-iaw, bnt 
_v have a moft infuperable one to him fiir a hufband." 
My a^iity ieenied to.gnevc my inothex much mora 
than it h»iJ ever. done before.. A fcw'months, how. • 
even, declared hecrnuKivee, and made her uiilu^py ' 
the reft of herdays. 

Mri. Woffington pl«^ed the 6rft night with her ■ 
tifual eclat,, in the chara^ler of Sic Henry Wildare ; 
in which (he was eftcemed fo very excel! ent, that 
fome years brfore, it was the fupport' df the theatre 
for the whole Tea fon. Mrs. Ward foon followed. 
Her beauti&il face and novelty infured her applaufe 
at her firft appearance. But her fituaiion, as well as 
her figure, being agaihlt her, ihe did not conclude 
fia the 

■ t;«'8i': 
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the part of Cordelia with any degree of credit. Mr. 
Garrick flood unrivalled in Lear; but as Mrs. 
Ward's ailing did not tend much to the fupport of 
the piece, it was not repeated. The great veteran 
Quin had not made any of Shakefpeare's chaia£lcrs 
his (tudy, except that of Falftaff, in which he was 
inimitable, and that of Henry VIU. in which he 
Itkewile excellod. 

Though Mr. Quin appeared to be reconciled to 
me, I found, to my forrow, that he did not ;treat me' 
with that confpicubus tendernefs and regard'he bad* 
fonncriy Ihewn me. His beihaviour to me that, as; 
I have already obferved, was more like tbatof afond 
father towards his darling chHd, than of a mere 
wetl-wtlher. 1 was now invited but feldom to thofe 
envied parties, which at once flaUered my vaaity,' 
and enlightened n»y underAaading. And- <dthough I 
had .at this iime many more admirers, be difcootir- 
nued to favour me with his advice and cordial re< 
gard. 

Nott^ithflanding a timid apfar^hetifive modcAy is: 
commendable in the younger pait of the £iiriex, yet- 
this anjiahle virtue might he carried to a detrimental 
e^ctreme. A confciouffiefsof re^itude, evm where 
appearances are great'y againfl them, will fupport the 
innocent under (he moft difcouiaging cenfures; and 
not only fupport under thtjm, but flimulate, to a due 
exertion 
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-exertion of every meani in thdr power, toward i 
their vindication.— Bold in the purity of 'my intenti- 
ons, and Confaoas that I had not offended, even in 
thought, againll the facred laws of chafiity, though 
carried off by the contrivance of an avowed admirer, 
Ilhould Jtave contemned the fneers of ibe. prude, the 
exultations of the co<juettei the^ pity of the feeming 
virluoas, and the cenfnres of the whole world. By 
fo doing I Qiould probably have foon been able to 
vindicate my condu£l to my friends, and have re- 
covered the charader I had fo undefervedly loft.— 
As thc.noaous dew> of benight are exhaled by the 
earliefl irays of the fuii, .fo would tl)e fcanda] with 
Vhich I was loaded hive been quickly difpcrfed by 
lite difcriminating beams of truth. But unhappily a 
falfe delicacy prompted me to fly from, inflead oS 
jtrpelling, the cafual attack ; and by it, among other 
inconvmiences and misfortunes, I loft the favbur 
and afie3ion:of this worthieft of men. 

At length I was foon announeed t^ bring up the 
icar of our theatrical forces in the charaflcr of BeU 
videra. When, to my great furprize, inflead of thft. 
crowded houfe I had flattered myfelf with playing 
to, it was far from full. This was. the more morti- 
iying, asit wasun^pe^ed. My own reception in- 
deed, was as warm as it had ever been; but ftili I 
was dillatiified. At the conclufioa of the piecej

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however, Mr. Town, whom I have ilrtttdjr talea 
notice of, hearing ano&er piece given out far th< 
following evening, cried out, « The htaei tfas 
" fame !" The audience joined, at ufual, in the cryj 
and by this eventual Aroke, the fame play, " Venice 
" Preferved," was perfonncd, for four TuccclBve 
nights, to crowded houfes,; and continued one of our 
titofl drawing perfonnances, 10 the concluTipn of the 
leafon. 

- At this period it was cuffomaiy to play ** Tamer- 
lane" on the 4th of November. That day di<ew 
aear; and neither Mrs. Woffington. nor myfdf hail 
been fpoken to, relative to it. We were the niora 
lurprifed at thii filence, as Mr. Quia was reputed 
R> be the bell Bajazet that ever trod the fiagfe. On» 
evening, be$:»e the piece then performing was cou> 
eluded, he fent lo the green-room, defudag to Tpctk 
with me in ' his dreffing-room. I immediately rofii 
from my feat, and went (o the door; but heaiiog- 
voices within, I (topped forfome time, left I (bould 
interrupt bufinef);, or be one too many. As I flood; 

1 dillinfily heard the Fox fay, (for Volpone was then 
exhibiting) " Why, my Lord, we have Woffington 
" at the receipt of cuflom, and who bids more!-.— 
" Ward, flatter than a bs^f-baked pan-cake — and. 
*■ little Bellamy at coM as ice, -and as conceited aa 
M the devil,"

feme night at fupper, as ufual. ■ 
■ When 1 found myfelf perfeftfy rc-eMili(h«d in 
Mr. Quin's favour, I enquired of him the reafon he 
bad treated mc with fo much cobloefsi afierhe^haS 
affured me of his being- reconcilM to mc, and wiM 
weil convin<:ed of my innocence and £noerityj? Hfe 
informed me, that my inUtfcretion in leaving aLon< 
«lon theatre, aftcr.I. had received fo many maik^-ctf 
peciihar diftinflion froirt ihej, public, deferyed the 
'fevereft reprobation. Be added, that whoever' bad 
been my advifer upon ths occafign was. not-imjl 
fri<end. As I had «vefy rear<Mi to conclude litytttf 
ihe favourite child of the public, he faid, they: would 
certainly have cherilhed me.( and it; was treating 
them, as well as ipyfelf and him, ill, to defert-thejnJ 
ThaJt I could not avoid obferving the differetice of 
my prefent fitualioii, and.it would- be a conCi^rabl^ 
time before I. recoy{;j-ed thq.h^gfu.f^m whkh-I had 
fallen. That he felt jhe dilappointinent far mor^

Aan 1 did, as he had (et hii beait upon my rivalling 
the women at the other faoufe. 
, AU the company pre^m appeared to be of the 
fame opinujD. And as Mr. Quin't obfervations 
leemcd to jcarry convidion with them, I perceived 
that I had been very imprudent in taking fuch a flep 
without his aiTcnt. I went home, more opprelTed 
by bis friendfliip than I had been unhappy through 
-fais difplcafure. And I from that moment formed » 
refolution to atone for my paft indifcretion, by ap- 
plying, with unremitted ardour, to the duties of my 
profelfion, and to confult my newly -recovered mo- 
nitot, i^n every concern of the leaft importance. 

Before I conclude this.letter^ 1 muil inform you. 
of the dire event which happened in confequencc of 
my playing Sclima. Mr. Lee, who performed the 
charaSer of Axalla, approaching with too mtii:h via-. 
Jence-to embrace me, and not being attentire to the 
pofttion pf his fjrord, which he held in hi&hand.' 
the point of it ran iqto the cpiocr of^my right tyt^ 
It is ufual for the performers to vifiTjoiU upon the 
flage; but by fomemiHake or other, that which Mr. 
Lee then ufed was a fword. The wound did not 
indeed prove to be a dangerous one ; but Mr. Town, 
of whom I have frequently made mention, obfcrving 
the accident, and apprehending that tlicconfequcnces 
of it, would be worfe than they- really were, he or-

But 
alas 1 when the tiyiog hour approached, I found, to 
my veiy great mortification, (hat my feelibgs totally 
hereai^ me of tbofc powers. The occafion Tc, 
vived in my mind, in fuch ftrong colours, the par- 
liality her Royal Highne& had formerly honoured 
me with, and the lofs the public bad fuftained by the 
death uf To vali^le a perlbnage, that I was unable 
to go through the melancholy taflt.

Here Mrs. Woffington was, as her right, 
adorned with it, and appeared mo/l charaSeriJHcaHy 
as the cnchantrefs of ail hearts. Her beauty (for I 
muft give every one their due) beggared all defcrip- 
tion, I appeared again in white fatin ; not indeed, 
as I had ihen improperly done, as Antliony's favou- 
tite mifirefs, hut as his rejefled wife.

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nattering ligld than it had done on a former occa- 
Hon. At the conclufion of the piece, (he dcfired 
me to fecure her boxes for my own benefit. As I

iierfelf fo ftrenuoufly in wiy behalf, as Are had be- 
fore-; and as I was now, by experiencct become ac-- 
■^uaimed with the whimficahiefs of her Grace's dif- 
poRtion, I was at a lofs what number to fet down 
for her. I thought it, therefore, better to leave it 
.to chance, than to run the rifle of offending her. 

Her Grace having exprefled a defire of being ad- 
mitted into the green-room, which Ihe had been in- 
£>nned was faperior to a drawing-room, for the wit 
«nd ^litencfs to be met with there, I begged leave 
to have the honour to attend her Grace to it, after 
-the performance was over. This offer Ihe was pleafed 
to accept.

Upon her Grace's quitting the box, there was an 
univerfal applaufe ; which would have fern her home 
in great good humour (for Ihe was Hill fond of thefe 
tokens of public approbation] had not the enfuing 
fcene, to which her curiofiiy led her, juflly given 
her Grace offence.

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The Dutchefs had entered with the greatefl good- 
tnunour imprelTed on her countenance, and all the 
dignity annexed to her high Aation. — Judge then

She flood for fome moments in a (late of amazement.

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ABOtl'f this limel receive* a letter from Mr.

His oddities rendered biin fome* 
what flmikr to that of Sterne's iincle Toby, only 
theif hobby -herfes were of a different nature. The 
fingularity of his difpofttion, joined to the opinioii 
he entertained of his fkill, induced the great Mr. 
Winnington to give him an invitation to live in the 
houfe with him ; which added not a little to the illi> 
heral abufe, and fciirrilous denominations, that were 
beftowed upon bitn. Do£lor Thompfon, however, 
in a flion time reftored me to health, and Mr. Me. 
tham to his Jenfes, who had been almojl diArafied, 
and continually reproaching himfelf as the caale of 
my indifpofition, by peifiiading me, againil my in- 
ffio^ttion, to come to. town< 

Eg About 
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JUioqi tbis ttme Mr. Rich got up a new paniM- 
■lirae, which be called "The Fair." the thaR. mcKf-i 
Cerent entcrtaiRmmt of that fpvcKs he bad ever &• 
bricated. In it he introduced % celebrated wire- 
dantcr; a meafure which grettl3r diTguftcd Mr. Qvm, 
So uuch dirpleafed was this gentleman, that after 
feying it was ui in/itlt offered lo a Theatre-Royal t» 
put it opon a footing with Sadter't-Wclls, he decla- 
red, that, if theevent^ook place, he would not ap- 
pear in any piece that fiiouU precede it. Mr. Rich, 
who was, as I have already faid, the moft Haohite of 
men, when once his natural indolence had peimitlecF 
faint to form a refolutioH^ however, perfifted in it, 
tfid it was accordingly brcru^ #ut. 

In order to make her court to the great man, Mrs.' 
Woffington likewife refufed to appear. Mr. Qnio 
had not, at that time, come to an open rupture with 
her. The refufid of this lady was reckoned the 
more extraordinary, and drew on her the greater 
degree of cenfme, as therewas a report current, that 
when a child (he had been what is ufually termed a 
maie-weighi to Madion Violante, die firil wke-dancef* 
tjiat ever appeared in Ireland. 

Mr. Rich having met with this oppoRtion from 
two of his capital performers, began to ht appre- 
hcnfive that I Otould follow their example. But I 
foon put an end to the manager's apprehenfimts on 
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Ais (core ; for ai I always ctHifidcred it to be a duijp 
incuisbeiU on every performer to fubmit to the di- 
«e£^on of their entptoya, in all his juJtifiable com- 
mands^ I iRfbnsed him, I ]ad ae^t entertained a 
ibougbt of that nature. At tlic fame time, as Mr. 
Lee thea bdonged to the company, I advifcd bim to 
sevire the play of " Romeo and Juliet." ai altered 
by Mr. Sheridan, &om Otway'* f Caius Marius." 

Thii adyicc Mr. Rich parfued, and found it to 
anfwcr hi* pui^pofe, u that piece ran many m^ti. 
And «i hi) requcfting me to apfxar vpotk the flage 
m.ihtt paalWume, I readily 'comphed; and nevei 
TCCMved lucb retteiated apptaufe in.atty dtanfier 
I ever ferfoimed. The fuccefe the manager met 
Mith in the profecwioB «f hii plan, notwith&andiiig- 
thdT o|^Xifiiioa to il, made the two receding per- 
locHMn, I have.reaJbn to believe, heartily repent of 
4beir nicety; for aa it iMat evident from the ince&nt 
plaudits the audience bdknved upon me, that they 
aj^MTorad of my oos^liwiGe, it is but reafiniable la 
%qpofe dicy were difpfaafed at the non-t^poaiUKe 
«f Mr. Quia and Mrs. Woffinglon. 

Mr. Quia bad' for fbme. time ctMertained a diOike 
M Mi*. WoSagton, which now increafcd, as I no 
loiter fought her battles with him ; and vpan h!a 
lefufing to ^nt a requeft at her benefit, which be 
thought nnreafooable. fhe was iJlibcnl CMOgh to>. 
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by rotnethtog.dilrerpc£lful of his mother; who hak 
been many years in the gnve. The old gentlemiin, 
irritated by To uawarrantabte an attack, told hct in' 
the public green-room, that it would bewroi^ing; 
the alhes of the dead to call her Saif^k Macomb.' 
All the. gentlemen prefent, even to her own admir- 
ers, lacigbed at the aj^ellation beftowed updn-hfer; 
for, from a perfon fo fanied for wit as Mr. Quin, 
every trifle paflcs as fuch, and. is fuppofed deferving 
of a laugh. Stamp but the efligy of a {^inge'^ipdn' 
lead, and it paScs cuTxent. . ■■" ■'■'■ 

Mrs.'W6ffington, belides her aHowed beauty ^rrf 
figure, bad c^tainly a flrong natural under&andingt|i 
but it was uncultivated. She feemed tobgild her 
fame for wit upon what is vulgarly called Black- 
gaardifm. Having given offence t6 Mr. Quin,~nie'. 
was led to believe that he would prove an invet<»Hte' 
enemy to her.

figure, and. a handibme face, he had in his marniei; 
a good ded of the ccxcomi, v/hich had received no 
hltle addition from his having made the grand tou/4 
Indeed, he was as highly finifhed as the fine gentle^, 
man in' " Lethe." - , 

As I never enter into any concern that I intereft . 
inyfclf in by halyes, but purfue it with my. whole at- 
tention, my impatience one oiorning ; carried me to 
the window, bo fee if the mercury 1 had difpatched to 
the huAings was upon his return ; wheir, who fliould 
1 fee at the extremity of the Areet, but Mr. St. Leger, 
accoutred as the complete fine gentleman, ^e had 
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on a -wUte furlout, with a erim&ti c^, a French 
waiflcoat, hii hair en />^Nitf^f, a feather uilti* hat, s 
tottUau de chajft by hit fide, witha jini^ canehai^ 
iug to his button, andattendedby iwokaUangreyu 
boundi. 

As hecame ncaiiy oppofite the hoafe, 'elpytng m» 
at the window, he called e«t to me, *■ Boimt wmvelk f 
** Bonne neuveUe /" A fcavenger*! cart being clofe 
by, the fellows left their Km^vyia^a. to look fat this 
phKnomntOR. Whan viewing- him with great e«r- 
BeAnefs, one of them cried to the other, *• Tom I 
* fmoke Mr. Red-heels." Mt. St. Leger, vhepoC> 
leffed as nmch perTonal courage, with praportiotnMe 
flrengijj, as any nan In England, no tooacr beard 
^is infuK ^an. fbepping to the feHow, liecanf^l 
\m np, and fairly chucked him iiito his ©wn cart^ 
Having done this, be walked in widt ijang JroiJi 
that was not (o be expefled in the coc^A mind, after 
fiich an adventure. He then joined tny tompanyv 
who had been highly entertained by the iBcidcnV 
with the fame compoTare. 

After emjtiiriesTHalive to the de£iion, '^licti pofl 
(efled the firit place in our ihoc^its, and t4 our iiic- 
cefs, in which 'he bioa^tt the joy&l tidings, yir* 
St. LegerloM tis, among other laughable Bories, the 
fi>Ik>wing adventare, wMch had brfaHen hhn the 
sight before. Being in die- iront beses at Dmry- 
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Jane dteatre, he remaf ked that Woodward (hfving 
fetnldm in the PslA, as he afterwards found) had 
^befled a chaia^r he appeared in t%a£iiy in. the- 
fiune fuit he then had cm. Juft under him, in thc' 
pit, fatalion*. (as he eitprdTed himfelf) with a cau- 
fiSowerwigcm; Who, being amazed at the Amiii- 
tude. with all die boneft fimplicity erf a citizen, 
looked firft at the afior, and then at him, with an 
esprelfiba of idloeilbraetit in lii* coortlcnance, that 
dt^leafed the travelled gentleman. St. Legcr, thcre- 
iore, without any hefitation, (old hira, that if he 
tumed liis head round once more, he would refene 
it in a manner that (bould not be T^ry pleafing to 
Iiim. 

Tbe gaping cidsen, however, perfifKng, St. Le- 
ger, withihe fame aoncAiUance he had juft given us a 
fpeciman of m die afimr with (he daftman, Giatcheil 
«ff bis pompous wig, and Bong it on the flage ; fay- 
ing aloud at the fame time, " I givelhat feHow you 
•• fee ^ure" (pointing to Woodward) " leave to 
" taJw roc off; but let me iell you, friend, -dist no

•* at roy expence, wilh impunity." Honeft John 
BuR was much grieved to lee his church-^ing wig

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miftaken his man, and th^, .inllead of the pUpp/ hs 
bad fupppled him from his drefs to be, bis aatago- 
nifl was the fighting St. Lcger, ht veiy quietly co- 
vered his pate with his pocket-handkerchief, to the 
inexprelllble enCertaioineat of thofe around him ; and 
flitting down, watted very paticntty t^l the coaclo- 
fion of the piece, for the recovery of hbwig^ wbiclf 
had thus liifleced for its maker's impertiiieBce. — As 
foon as thepUy was over, Mr. St-Legerwent be- 
hind the fcenesj with the fame unconcern* ai;d taking 
^e ador who had perfonatcd him kindly by the hand^ 
only faid", " Ah Woodward! yo^ have been veiy 
" quick upon mc!" 

The gluing our elefllon, joined to this gentle- 
man's faUies, which had the appearance of wit, put 
the whole company into great good Immour. T» , 
the foregoing ilory he add&l a very pleafaot relation 
of his travels, and recoimted numbcrlets inAances ia 
which he had met with hair-breadth efcapes. 

From him I learnt, that his fifler's ill flate of 
health made it necelTeiy for her to go to the foulh 
of Finance, to which ^rd -and Lady DoneroiJe had- 
accompanied her; This was a great jnonific^lion (o 
me, as I really loyed her, and had been long ho* 
noured with her confidence. I recoliefted with plea- 
fyre oi^ little parties in the attic florey of Loiid. 
ZXtneraile's houfe in Soho-Square. They were mucji ' 
alkfid 
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tfttked of that time, and very great intereft was made 
by many men of fefltion to Mifs Gonway and my- 
fetf, to get them admitted to thofe feftive parties. 

I had prevailed upon Mifs St. Leger, before (he 
went abroad, to confult Doftor Thompfon, who ha>f 
proved fuccefsfol in reftoring me to health, when I 
was affliSed with the fame complaint. But the un- 
fortunate evenl of Mr. Winiiington's death prevent- 
ed it from being pra£ticable. This great man, dur- 
ing his iHnels, obfiinately perfifted in not having 
any other advice than that of his favourite Thomp- 
fon, left the regular phylicians fhoiflS refufe to a£l 
with him.

At the time- her bdyfhip gave me' this affuranee, 
flic was in perfcft health ; yet I felt a pre/intment 

. (hat I Ihould never fee her more — a prefagc as fure 
to me, as to Ihofe who, we are told, pofTefs the pain- 
ful gift of iecond light; and, through every period 

. of my wretched life, it has been the dteadful augurar 
of all my niisf»rtuiies. — The attainment of this in- 
flinflive intelligence a not to be accounted for; but 
I can appeal to every obfirvatU perioa,. whethcK th^ 

, have not found this fpecies of foreknowledge fomc- 
times amfe ^i-their minds. — This digrelTion, as it is 

. a debt of gratitude, which is at all times acceptable 

. to tlie Deity, will not, I flatter m^felf, prove un- 
scceptable to you or my readers, . ~

iVl R. FOX introduced himfelf by faying, that he 
hoped the whimlicalnefs, in the firfl place, and the 
irrpfiftable temptation, in the fecond, would plead as 
an ^wlogy for his Jntnilion. His attendant entered 
-with an aukward blufh of inferiority, which .would 
have paffed unnoticed by me, had it not been re- 
marked by the fervant who was in the rooin. The 
melTenger now returmng with money from Mr. Bm^ 
denell, the horfes were difcharged. Juft at this time 
General Wall and Comte HaClang palTmg by, and 
&:eing the houfe lighted up, they honouied me with 
a call. Some converfation upon geneEaT topics now 
paffed; 

When Mr. Fox withdrew, he requelted that I 
would permit htm the plcafure of calling upon me; 
as he was in town, and much alone, from Lady Ca, 
roiine's being obliged, through iJl health, often to 
deep in the country. I was not, at this period, ac^ 
quainted with the virtues of thai great man, or I 
Ihould have< embraced the offer with infinite read>- 
hefs ; I therefore, out of refpefl to his lady, coolly 
replied, that 1 (hould oe happy in the honour of fee- 
ing him whenever he had leifure. Thus ended a 

via.. 
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vifit, produced by levity, and concluded with cold 

civility. 

Aft«r tliofe gentlemen were gone, their Excellen- 
cies enquired the occafion of my receiving a vifit 
from a perfon of Mr. Fox's eminetice ; obferving; 
that they had never (een him before^'at o^ honfe, 
though they frequently vifited me botb in town and 
at Richmond. Without making a £scRt «{ it, I in^ 
formed tbera of the ridiculous iacident that had oc- 
calioned it, with the fame fimplicity as it had really 
liappened. The Genwal was hi^Uy Averted at the 
llory : but as for the Comte, he conde&ended on^ 
■to notice it with a (mile, and a quefiicm, V/heitcr^ 
upon hearing my fituation, he had given hk de monies. 
Upon my aflfwering^i that he cotdd not ceitainly 
Tuppofe Mi. Fox would be guilty of fo much i^ 
-manners; be replied only with a-ihrug «f diibelief^ 
added to the afpiration, ttmph ! This was the only 
-mode by which the Comte ufuoHy esprefled either 
-tiis approbation or diflike. In the former cafe he 
•added a recRne of the head to the a^iration ; in the 
Hatter a Airug of the flioulders. 

Whftft the card-uble was fetting, and we waited 
Sot twcr ladies 1 had invited to fpend' the evening, the 
-^ntlemen went to the chimney-piece to view fomc 
^figures of Chelfea china, which the Comte had fome 
4imc hefere made me a prcfent of. As they Hood, 
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they <&ferved'« bit of paper Ue near the figures that 
had the appearance of a bank bill. Aa I had in- 
fonned tliem that I had only the twenty ^neas 2 
hadjuft received from Mr-Bnidenell, I wu alked 
if I knew what was diere. Upon my Mifwering that 
I did not, they examined, and found it t« be a bank 
bill for fifty poundi. 

I did Bot doubt but Mr. Fox had ukeu this me-^ 
thod to relieve my prefeat neceiGty, without oBend- 
ing my dielicacy. I, however, determined to fend 
it back immediately, not cboo£iig to lie under an 
oUisatios to a perfon who if/as almoft a Granger to 
)oe. But I was prevented from doii^ this, by the 
Cotaie, who was the foul of generoCty. He ob. 
ferved to me, that by returning it, I fhoutd offer the 
^^U aSroot to the ^ver of it. Hcalkedmetf I 
fhoukl be dirpLeafed with fucb a mark of af^robaticm 
xtn^bcBcSi? WUy then, laid he, Qiould yoaaowf 
H« reminded me, that aa man; perlbaA, at different 
times, made me prefeols, I need not be more ficru' 
{idous to receive dtem from Mr. Fo\ than from the 
Ceneral, from him* and feveral others, who ofiin^ 
than merely as a tribute to say talents, without liv- 
ing any deCgn upon my pcrfbn. , As I could not 
help acknowledging the weight of the Comte's argu- 
ments, I Uid kfide my intention, and conTtdered my- 
felf 
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felf as indebted tt> Mr. Fox for a bouniy fo ddf' 

cately bellowed. 

Tlie evening concluded with my maKihg an addf- 
Iron of fifty more to it, which I won of the cor^ 
diplomatique. Bcfqre we broke up, it was agreed 
between the General, the Comte, and myfcrf, that 
for the few weeks before the theatre opened, and 
occaGonally afterwards, we fliould fet up a Pharoah 
bank, in conjun£Uon with the Marqiirs de Vemucir, 
who was expeQed every day from Yorkftiire. Though 
J had not much ready calh, I had diamonds, which 
I did not immediately wafit, and my credit was good;

But when he entered, to my very great furprize he 
informed me, that Mrs. Cibber was engaged at Co- 
vent-Garden, together with Barry^ and that Mr. 
Quin, from fbme difguA, bad quitted the fta|;e. 

This. 
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This Uft piece of intelligence I knew not how to 
facfieve, as I was flill favoured witli that genileman^s 
cprrefpondence, and he certainly would ha^'C men- 
tioned to me an event which' was of the utmoil con- 
iequencc to me in my theatrical fituation. So fuf- 
picious an aflertion, I acknowledge, ought to have 
put me upon my guard, and made me doubt ih« 
truth of the other part of Mr. Lacy's information. 
However, giving way to the firft impulfe of my rage, 
at this apparent proof of Mr. Rich's repeated dupli- 
city ; from whom I had a right to expe£l .the mo(t 
friendly treatment, as his family lived in the ftriftcft 
.terms of iiuimacy with me, and he himfelf had often 
profefled that he loved me as well as his own chil- 
dren; without any further conlideration, I inftantly 
tjgned an agreement for three years, which Mr. Lacy 
had brought with him. 

I had no fooner done the irrevocable deed than the 
Manager, with a malignant gcin of felf-approbation, 
fuch as the Demon alTumes in the pantomime, when 
he has prevailed upon Doflor FauAus to fign the fa- 
■ tal warrant, told me that the report of Mrs. Gibber's 
engagement was current ; but he could not vouch for 
the truth of it, " However," added he, " at aU 
" events you muil be a gainer by playing with my 
" partner, whofe confequence flamps merit where 
M tb^re is noR«, and increafes it where there is," 

IwaA 
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I was greatly difpleafed at die deceptioir w^cfo 
tiad been pnflifeJ upon me, although I was not, 
from my refentment to Mr. Rich, forry for tbe coo- 
lequenccs ; and tbc Manager and I parted not on the 
liell of terras. — Such a palpable tmpo&ion, founded 
on chicanery and fal£ehood mall not pafs annotked, 
-r^Little reafon has a man to boall of hii cunnings 
when his fchemes are e&Sed at the expence of 
truth, and at the price of his honour. — My bhxxt 
boils in my veins at the rcc«Ile3ion. — There is no 
calamity that I couM not bear with patience, fooDM' 
than to be tricked, erea into that &r which I aoA 
wifhed. — There is fucb a meaaatk in deccpiwn, thW 
my nature recoils at it. And as I am iaaqutble of 
it myfelf, I can forgive it tbe lefs really in odwfs. 
— Bat. requie/ia/ in pace, — May herefi ia pace. — ^It 
is the deed, aad not the man, lliat is tbe obje&. of 
my indignation. 

The &me day, jvA as I ym. fitting down to (Sa- 
ner, Mr. Rich and Mr. Bencroft came in. He fa- 
inted me with hii nfuat friend&ip ; but as diere was 
other con^any, we coald not ipeak of bnfincls be- 
fore we had dined. Ai foon as we fouadjm <^por- 
tunity, he informed me that he had «ij(aged Mr, 
3arry, and had brougbt with him articles for ise to 
(ign. I aflted him why it was neceflary I fkotild figa 
-an agreement aow, fuppofiog I was to be of his con- 
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Ifot^, as I never before bad 7 He flaited at tbe word 
Jitppofingi and rqieating it, Izid, he hoped it wa* 
no {u^>a£tian. Upoo whtcit I acquainted him that 
I had aflually fig^icd an agreement that very morn- 
ing, with Mr. Lacy, in confequcnce of heariag 
from him that Mrs. Cibber was engaged at Covent- 
Gartkn. 

I wUI not pretend to deicribe Mr. Rich's feelings 
on receiving this information. He looked at me for 
f<mK time, as if he wiihed to diibeliere it. I really 
ielt for tum ; and again execrated in my mind the 
£cnd-UJtc wFcich who had occafioeed his diIappoint< 
ment ; whilfl he perhaps was triumphing in the fuc- 
cels of his fallacy, and joying the moft pleafmg 
ide^, unconfctous of the deamefs of their purchafe. 
Is it right that deception Ibould be rewarded ; while 
atx well-meaning dupe is a prey to uneaiincft aiul 
deje£Ubn? thereim^ be an hereafter; ifbnttovin- 
dicMe the jtiAnefs of that Being who pennits this 
Jeeming injufiice. 

Mr. Rich now told me, that he had withflood the 
moft nrgeiu foliatations from Mr. fiany retative to 
an engagement with Mrs. Ciller, as (he had offered 
to come to Coyent- Garden for fcven hundred pounds, 
which vtM lefs than fbe had at Dniry-Lane the win- 
«r before. The laft fcafon, (he had not been able 
4o play, -through indifpoGtioo. I^ »dded, that to 
fiiew 
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(hew his regard for me, and the fincerity of his in- 
tentions, he had brought articles with lum for three 
y^xn, at five, fix, and (even hundred pounds annu- 
ally. He produced the agreement, which he had 
got drawn up the prcceiiing day, having then abfo- 
lutely refilled to enter into any engagement whatfo- 
evcr witli Mrs. Cibber. " And now," continued he, 
" muH I be obliged to give her any terms flie fhall 
" demand." 

Upon this explanation,, I was -equaHy JiftrefTed 
vftth Mr. Jlich; and fincerely wilhed I could recai 
what I had done, not only becauEe the agreement I 
had entered into with Mr. Lacy was but for three 
hundred pounds, but on account of Mr. Barry's ex- 
cellence in performing the charaSers of luvers, which 
was the line of afting fuited to my figure, youtl^ 
and powers. 

Though }Ar. I^cy^ conduQ in this tranfaSion is 
not be jul)i£ed, yet .1 muA take fome fliare of blame' 
to myfelf, from the precipitation with which I en- 
gaged with him. — Precipitation, as I have before ob- 
ferved, is the grand bane of happinefs. — Had I ad- 
hered to the Fefotution I had formerly made, of con- 
fuJting my friend, Mr. Quin, upon every ftep »f 
confequence I was about to take, all then would have 
been well. 1 fllould have difcovered the fallacy of my 
temper, and have been upon my guard agaiitfi any 
impd- 
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uapofition tlut might have been Uefigned. Inilead 
of which, by giving way to the firft tranfpom of 
my refentment, without knowing whetlier it was well 
founded or not, I precipitately committed an error 
fo much to my own difadvantage, and Mr. Rich's 
vexation.

September 117, 17—. 
Upon my amval in town from Richmond, I 
found that the ambaOadors ftill continued in their 
T)dbIutIon of fetting up a Pharoah bank. As I wa* 
determined that every thing Ihould be conduced in 
an elegant ftyle, I engaged Goundu, Ijie mofi emi- 
nent cook of his time ;. and O'Bryen happening to 
be in a bad ftate of health, I hired his wiie alfo to 
attend upon me as my French woman.

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It couH not be fuppofed tfaatthb diflatisfaSion arefe 
from his want of mone^. He ncrer knew the fovc 
•of that, an^ more dian rayfejf. It was rather an 
impatience in Ins temper, which drew him off hit 
guard, and added to bis til lucic 

Mr. Metham writing me woid that he &t>uM Ttat 
be in town till ChriUnias, I was enabled to cany 
on our fcheme fo much the longer. Our petit Jo\t- 
pen, aud convivial parlies, drew all die gay, duttcTr 
ing, unthinking young people of faHiion to us— 
They procured me the happinefs of being introduce} 
to the Honourable Mifs Moflyns, with whom Gen.. 
'Wall was very inunute. Tite eldeB of thofe ladies 
IMfTeflied an underflanding fuperior to moft of her 
fex. And without yotitb or beaitty, tiie company of 
■all of them was eagerly foliciied by every one that 
Jiad a tafte for genteel foci^ility. They were na- 
med, out of ptetfantry, as they were formed radter 
in a fpiral than ^ dire£l line, Ctiinp, Crump, ani 
■Crumpling. 

In a thort time I had been Tuch a gamerty our 
bank, that 1 was not only enabled to redeem my 
jewds, but to pay my debts, and put fome hundtedi 
into my pocket, notwi^fianding the great expence I 
was at. 7^ General and Comte frequently made 
me prefents of wine, chocolate, &c. &<:. and had 
jiot my theatrical avocations called me from this lu- 
crative 
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attiw one, it is a doubt with me, whether I (hould 
aoi bftve made my fortune. 

At this time I loft my faithful O'Bryen, whofe 
tastaoTf will be ever dear to me. In her I loA not 
.only a good fcrvant, but a xeal friend. For though 
■t times Ihe would give into my innocent whims, yet 
whenever &c thought me wrong, {be took the liberty 
to jeprefcttt the impropriety of my conduct to me 
with fuch Jnildneis and good ienXe, that her reproof 
always carried convifiion with it, and generally had 
the defired cSe£t. So that O'Bryen ufuaily fucceed- 
ed, when my mother's violence of temper failed, 
and, I am concerned to addt made me more obJli- 
Date. 

TbcManjtiis deVemueil now returned to Paris ; 
and as Mr. Garrick was come to London, I was 
c^iged to attend to the duties of my profeflion. — 
The moA inlenfe application was necefiary for thofe 
who fought under his burners. As he was unremit- 
ting ;himfelf in his attention to bufinefs, he expefted 
Ihofc he employed to be the fame. The iaft feafon 
he had engaged Mrs. Ward; a poor fubHitute for 
die incomparable Cibber. But, though neceiTity 
compelled him tp play with her, he took a great dif- 
tafie to her, on account of liw want of feeling.' Of 
this ihe gave him, one ni^it, the iirongeft proof, by 
being employed in adjufiJng her glove-knot, which 
VOL. II. G happened 
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liappened to come untied, during one of the moR 
pathetic and interefling fcenes in the •' Fair Pem- 
" tent." 

Both the theatres opened this feafon with " Romeo 
" and Juliet." Ganick and myfelf appeared'in the 
charaflers at Dniry-Lancj Barry and Cibber at 
Cove nt- Garden. But, to add to the weight of the 
latter, Mr. Rich had introduced a grand funeral pro- 
«eflion. That gentleman was particularly fond of 
difplaying his talle upon fuch occafions ; as in epi- 
thalamiuins, ovations, triumphal entries, and fune- 
ral obfequies. fie had an opportunity, at this time, 
4)f laying out nearly as much money as the play 
brought him. The contcft was long ; and it was 
univerfally allowed, that except in the fcene with 
, the friar, Mr. Barry excelled in Romeo. The piece 
was perforn<ed fo many nights, that the public, as 
well as the performers, were tired and dtfgufled with 
it. We, however, got the advantage of fome nights. 
But this was not done without a good deal of paper, 
which was beAow«d upon the occalion. 

During the run of this piece, I was informed, in 
the green-room, that an old lady and gentleman re- 
quefled to fee me. Upon rny giving direflions that 
they Ihould be admitted, a gentleman about fixty, 
^nil a lady of nearly the fame age, were introduced 
into my drefling-room. The gentleman thea told 
. me. 
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me, that his name was Ganfel. That he had a fon 
a captain in tlie guards. That the gout vifited him 
fo often, as to induce him to decline Atling in par- 
liament. And that coming to fee the play, he and 
his dame were fo enchanted with my performance, 
«nd the chara6lcr I bore in private life, which he 
had heard from the perfon at whofe houfe they lodg- 
ed, that he could not refiit the {Irong defire he had 
of introducing his lady and himfelf to me. He then 
requefted the favour of feeing me in Soutliampton- 
ftrect, Co vent- Garden, the firft hour I had to fpare; 
and alfo at Donnalan-Park, near ColcheJler. 

The novelty of fuch an introdu£lion, added to the 
open, honell fmcerity of the good old gentleman, 
gave me infinite pleafure, and I promifed to wait on 
them the next day. But nothing would ferve him, 
but I muA go in the coach with him that night to 
fupper. Being unwiUing to oflend perfons of their 
hearty difpofitions and confequence, on iheir offer- 
ing to wait till I had undrelfed, I accompanied them 
home ; and in half an hour, we were as well ac- 
quainted as if we had knoivn each other for years, — ■ 
True politenefs needs not the aid of ceremony. — An 
engaging freedom, an eafy familiarity, and an unre- 
fervcd lincerity, are the diJtinguifhed charaScrs of 
genuine urbanity. — To narrow minds, alone, is a 
ceremonious fonnality pleaCng. 

Ga Mr. 
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Mr. Ganfel was a man oi great natuiaj iinda>- 
Aanding, which he had cultivated by {iudy and ira- 
-velling. He had been a «onltant aiiendant at Diu- 
jy-Lane theatre in the time of Booth, Wilks, uid 
Gibber, and a great admirer of thofe c^tal per- 
formers. He had been ii^ewife an ibnmble fervant 
of the celehraied Mrs. Oldfield. H« was a liviiig 
chronicle ; polTelBng, at the fame time, -a heart that 
-was generous, humane and fmsere. Though eit- 
-dowed with that true dignity ■<if mind which would 
not condefcend to flaiier even majefly, he waa fo 
compafTionate and inofi«tfive, that he would not 
hurt a worm. It was not to be wondered at, there- 
i'ore, that I was happy in cultivating an acquain- 
lance with fo valuable a mranber of fociety. In rt 
turn fcr the honour they had done me, J requHkd 
the favour of their company at my houfe the next 
daj-. With this Mr. Ganfel complied ; and, in do- 
ing fo, infured Mrs.Ganfei'sacquiefcence, ivhp left 
«very tiling to hisdecifion. 

This lady, confcious of hnr hufband's fupariority, 
fabmiited her will entirely to his. (A tare inllance I 
own!) She minded litile elfe than her dairy atid'&- 
niily affairs being what the world generally term a 
good Itoi'fewife ; that is, flie was able. to make a fhirt 
K>r a pudding. Our intimacy continued as long as 
they llaid in town. . This agreeable frieodihip, for 
fo 
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(b it really was, diough oi fuch » recent commcnce- 
nient, in the refult, however, ium«d out to be one 
of the moit unfortunate epochos of my whole life, aS' 
will be feen hereafter; 

About this time Mr. Metham came to town. Tlie 
fatistafhon he rec^vcd, from feeing me fo much ad- 
iBired asanafh'efs, and from, my having fuccefsfully 
flood a competition with the firfl female tragedian in' 
tile world, was heyond expfefiton. And whilil it 
p4e3fed his vanity, it incieaCed, if poliible, his af- 
fc^on. My mother and dov boy were now alfo' 
come to London, But as my houfe was too fmall. 
for diisincieale: of family^ t procured a lodging for 
mymoihernearme ; and Mr. Meth^n look one for 
t^nfejfat Heard's in Pall^Mall. 

Upon breaking np of our Pharoah fcheme, I haj 
prudently difctnrgcd my mait-cook, with a promiffr 
of talui^ him again, if 1 fhcuLdeverbe in afituationi 
to enable me to keep one. I had hired a maid-fer- 
vant in the ^ce of my faithfid O'Bryen, who was- 
jpft the reverie of that worthy creature. She had 
been woman to a lady of quality; and was, like 
Tattlehead, one of thofe civil, diilionefl fervants,. 
ttit never tell a difagreeable trntb,. nor fpeak lyell of 
dicir miftreffes when they ajre abfent. Her mafter 
wa> lb« perfon to whcun Ibe pajd the greaieil atten- 
tion, eodeavounng fludiouOy to pleale him, whilft 
G-3 frc: 
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file (hewed very little regard to me or my commands. 
But as I Dili feiained Madam Goundu for my drefler, 
I had very Hitle opportunity of knowing any thing 
relative to her. 

An unexpefled event foon deprived me of the fer- 
vices of Peter; and my own fervant having fet up 
the bufinefs of a cheefemonger, I was left to the ra- 
pacious depredations of fervants, who had no regard 
but for themfelves, and Iludicd their own eafe and 
iutered more than mine. And this my attendance at 
the thcjtre prevented me from obferving, ot beings 
able to prevent. 

One morniiig I was informed that a foreign gentle- 
man defifed to fee ine. As Madam Brilliant fancied 
Ihc could never fufEciently repay the civilities 1 had 
fhcwed her in her diftrefs, and took every opportu- 
nity which offered of fending me fome token of her 
gratitude and attention, I concluded it was fcwne per- 
fon that waited on me by her defire. Or clfc I 
ihoiight it might be fomebody from the Marquis de 
\''ernueit, as he h«noureJ me with his correfpon- 
dence, I therefore ordered, that the gentleman 
fhould be admitted. 

Being (hewn in, he requeftcd to know whether J 

had not a youth in my fervice whofe name was Peter ? 

On my anfwering that I had, he exclaimed with tran- 

ijjort, " Then, thank God, I have found my fon!" — 

The 
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The agitation of the flranger, on receiving this af- 
furance, and my furprife at Co unexpefled an event, 
occailoned a (ilence for fome time. In the interim, 
Peier entered the room, leading in my little boy, wilh 
whom he had been taking a walk. Upon, feeing 
his father, he dropped upon the floor in a flate of 
infcnfibiiity : and it was not without fome dillicuhy' 
that he was brought to himfeif. When he was a

that he would now be removed to a fituaiion more 
eligible than that of femtude. la a fiton time he- 
,left me, with a mind deeply imprefiiEd with gratitude 
I'or the ^eafing reverfe he bad experienced in my 
fBrvice, to that from which I rsfcued him. And las. 
father gave me a preffing iRViiation to pay hnm a. 
vifrt, if ever I ftould travel tbroi^h Flanders ; whicb 
f«me y€ars after I did, when h« viadc n^ ftntt fta/' 
» agreeable to me as he couhL

was infinitely greater fhan. we had realbn to Mpcfl:^ 

coa-. 
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corfiiJerriig Mrs. Cibber had not plaj-ed the preced- 
ing winter, which made her appearance the grea(er* 
novelty now. My mother was continually inciting 
me to-reqtiire of Mr. Metham that he would makc- 
Hie his wife. This T promifed her to do ; but no 
opportunity for carrying my promife into execution,. 
for fome time, prcfenled itfelf. For I was fcMom 
atone with him, either from my engagements at the' 
theatre, or from' the company which we conftantly 
had. 

At laft, finding one day an opportunity, I aft-eiK 
hitn, without any circumiocution, whether he would^ 
marry me ? He made me no anfwer^ but abruptly 
feft the room. This cavalier beha\-ioor furprifed me 
Ae more, as he was ufuatly extremely polite to c%'ery 
one; and particularly fo to me. I was- therefore 
highly offended at fuch an indignity, and refolved tO' 
let him fee that I refeutcd it. I accordingly rung 
die bell the moment he was gone, and ordered the' 
lervant not to admit him when he came again. 

But, in about an hour, 1 received a card from' 
him, which informed me, that his brother-in-law,. 
Mr. Dives, and himfelf, would dine with me ; and- 
as they Jhould come about bufinefs, he requefled 
that I would admit no other company. I had no 
doubt but that the bufinefs they were coming on,. 
G i was- 
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was relative to the queftion I had put to him io the 

morning. 

AVhen they appeared I obferved another gentle- 
man, with whom I was totally unacquained, but 
■which I foor found to be an attorney. Mr. Melham, 
who was the rpokefinan, now entered upon the bu- 
.linel^ which had procured me the honour of this 
vifit. He began with a confequential exordium in 
favour of his brother-in-law. This was of fuch a 
length that it had the appearance of a fermon. At 
laft, however, he came to the point. When I found 
that they had come to execute a writing before mc, 
in which Mr. Metham had agreed, that in cafe he 
died without legitimate iffue, the eftates he expefled 
to receii'e from his father, and thofe he now enjoyed 
in right of his mother, were to devolve Io Mr.

acquired a pcrfefl knowledge of the world, and had 
Ikidied with ihe greateft minutenefs Mr. Metham's 
difpolition, had a view folely to his own intercjt, in 
the execution of the deed. For under the cover of 
this difinterelled prorifion for me and my child, he 
had a defign to prevent liis brother-in-law from mar- 
lying, in order to fecure his eflatea to himfelf and 
family. With regard to my fetllement, (lie obfervcd, 
that it was but an inconfiderable return for Mr. Me- 
tham's kindnefs to ihem. For though they had no- 
other fubfiflence, than three hundred pounds a ycar» 
whirfi had been fatSed on Mrs, Dives oul of her 
Iffother's eftate in Staffordlhire, yet he generally, by 
additional prefects, made that at lealf eight or nine 
hundred, one year with another ; his fondnefe for 
his filler being only Gjrpafled by his tendemefs for 
me. 

My mother hfn'ing placed the tranfafiton in fw 
different a point of vinw; inflead of cnrcrtaining 
fentiments of gratitude for Mr. Dives, as I had dene, 
and warmly expreffed, at the time of the execution 
of the deed, I now adopted o'liers of another na- 
ture. I concluded it to be an artful plan of the two 
brothers, to induce me to give up my expetlalioni 
of ever being the wife of Mr. Metham. 

Though I had quitted the theatre of CoveiH-Gar- 

<len, and had given the manager reafon to be dif- 
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pleafed with me, by my precipitate engagement vnttr 
the other houfe, yet my intimacy with Mr. Rich'* 
family Hill contintrcd. I likewife was happy in the- 
continuance of Mr. Quin's friendfttip ; which in- 
deed, I can with pleafure fay, I retained to the day 
of his death. To this never-failing friend and faith- 
ful monitor, I therefore applied for advice in my 
prefent dilemma. Profitting by the error I had com- 
mitted in my negocialion with Mr. Lacy, I foltcile^ 
liis admonitions, without delay, and determined to- 
abide by them. 

On my application to Mr. Quin, he firft afked mc 
whether I realty loved Mr, Metham ? To which I 
anfwered that I did, in preference to the whole- 
world. He then advifcd me not to make myfcif un- 
happy, or home difagreeabic to him, by tirging him 
again on the fubjcfl:. " If you were aElually mar- 
" ricd," proceeded he, " you coxild not go by his 
*' name whilft you continue on the flage. And it 
^ " will be neceir<;ry you Oioaid purfue that profeffion 
" as long as Mr, Montgomery, Mr. Melham's fa- 
-" ther, lives. You are both fingle, and if you re- 
" main attached to each other. I cannot fee of what 
" real fenice the ceremony would be with regard 
" to outward appearance, as the world are of t^i- 
" nion that it already has been performed, but for 
" prudential rcafons kept fecretj let me therefore 
" advife 
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" ailvife you to urge the affair no more to him^ 
" leave U (o bis own honour and affeftion ; of both 
*" of which you caTinot have the lesft doubt. Thefe- 
" will operate with infinitrfy more power than any 
" arguments of yours can do, when he is left at 
" leifurc to reffeft on- th« piDpnety of fuch a Sep.' 
Nearly in thefe words did my fecond' felher give im 
bis advice ; and as I Xnew his Judgment in fuch con- 
cerns to be far fuperior to my own, I refc^ved im-- 
plicitiy to follow the direflions he bad given me. I; 
accordingly returned home much nxwe at eafe than 
1 was before. And when Mr. Metham and I met, 
I- took care, whatever uneafinefs iitrked in my hearty 
that it Hiould not be vifible to him^ 

Bat the confolation Mr. Quin h»d aiTbrded me- 
was but iraiifitory, — ^Tliough, agreeable to hij ad- 
vice, I concealed my wiflies, I could not totally fup- 
prefs them. — 1 was confcious that my charafler re- 
qeived a (lain from the nature of my connefiion- 
with Mr. Metham, which neither the i^fleftion ibxk 
it originated from the ftncereft and moA difmtereAed' 
affeflfon ; that it was not entered into without the 
felleA expeBation of a more honourable union tak-. 
ing place ; and that it had been continued with an 
vnblemifhed purity of condu£l; were fuificiently 
palliative to expunge.-^It is true that in the eye of 
heaven, fuch. a connection, when condu£led with 
this- 
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this propriety, may not need the repetition of the 
nuptial ceremony. In fuch a cuk the dehided fair-, 
one might fay, with Eloifa, " Curfe on all laws but 
" thofe which love has made !" — But to preferve the 
due regulation of the degrees of confanguinity ; an 
indifputabte fuccefiion of property ; a refpefl to the, 
niles of fociety; and to ferve as a reitraint to the- 
roving difpofition of the Hbertine; it is neceflary 
tliat an odium fhould be annexed to any other than 
a legal conneflion. 

My benefit this feafon turned out very lucrative. 
As I was now in a circle with fome of the firil peo- 
ple of diftinQion, befides thofe who had hitherto 
been my paironelTes, I was honoured with the pa- 
tronage of the Eifcx family ; the Lady Capels were 
as partial to me as the Lady Keppels ; particularly 
Lady Mary. The piece I had was, *' Tancred and 
" Sigifitiunda ; in which I fticceeded much beyond 
my hopes, as Mrs. Cibber was the original Sigif- 
munda, and moft capitally great in the performance 
of that charaBer ; (o that I acquired, in addition to 
die emolumenls, an increafe of fame. 

A moft ridiculous event happened at one of the 
benefits at our theatre this feafon ; which I fhall re- 
late merely for the fingularity of it. There was a 
performer in the company who was retained in it by 
Aie aQing manager, more from the flattery which. 
■ ■ he 
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ke from time to time bellowed upon him, than 
through any merit he had as an aflor. This perfon, 
^yhofe name was Sowden, was by trade a horfe mil- 
liner. He had, however, obtained fo much inQuence 
over Mr. Garrick, that he prevailed upon that gen- 
tleman to play for his benefit ; which was a favour he 
ufualty granted only to the firft performers. He had 
the " Orphan" for his night, in which Mr. Garrick 
played Chamont, Mr. Sowden, Polydore, and my- 
felf, Monimia. In the fourth afl, wliiift in the moft 
pathetic part of it, I was informing Chamont of al) 
ray diilrefs, 1 heard a voice uttering fomewhat aloud ; 
byt what it was I could not diflinguifh, from being 
fo fufceptibly intcrefled in my .part. Whilll Cha- 
mont was replying to me, as I was then more at li- 
berty to attend, I heard the fame voice,,jirticulate the 
words, " Rumps and burrs ! rumps and burrs !" 
Kofetus, who was the moll tenacious man alive of a 
due obfcrvance of theatrical order and regularity, 
imagining the noife came from behind the fcenes, ex- 
claimed in a quick manner, " What is that ?" He 
was at the fame time fo difconcerted by the incident, 
that lofiag entirely the powers of recolleftion,- he 
repealed different paffages out of different plays, till 
I was as much bewildered as himfelf, and totally un- 
prepared to give a connected anfwer. We had, 
dicEcfoce, nothing elfe to do, than to put an end to 
out 
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our embarraflment by bringing the fcene to an abnipc 

concliifion. 

It feems the exclamation preceeded from ike tat- 
cony, where one of the lower ranks of city ladies, 
an admirer of Mi-, Sowden'a theatrical talents, harf^ 
placed hcrfelf (as a benefit levels ali diftinBion) in 
honour of him. During the preceding fcene, which,, 
riioagh interefting, was not much to her mind, fee 
had indulged herfelf with a nap^ In this fhort naf>: 
file was conveyed in idea back to her flail up<Mi- 
London-Bridge, ajtd the duties of her bufinefs, which: 
fte left but on fuch particular occafions, being up- 
permoft on her mind, fhe was crying her rumps and 
burrs, as if fhe had been Handing at her own door.. 
As foon, however, as her favourite aflor appeared, 
fee awoke. But I wzs fo much difconeerted by the- 
good woman's flecping flight, that though I fiiould 
have continued on during the whole fcene, I ffion- 
left Mr. Potydore to fuWlttnte what he pleafed for 
ihe entertainment of his polite audience, and to- 
fpeak his defcriptive conclufion alone. 

Melhints I hear you laugh at (he foregoing ridi- 
culous fcene — I afTure you I did, and that raoft 
heartily, when it happened j that is, as foon as 1 had. 
rccovered fiwn the confufion into which it had, 
• thrown the immortal Rojiius and myfclf.

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At the conclufion of this wrnter, I loft my much 
valued friend Mifs Conwaj'. Having over-heated 
berfelf at a baH, file indifcreetly drank lemonade, 
wbtcb occafioned her dyrng in a few liours in the 
noft excruciatittg pains. As I have already obferveJ^ 
this beft and mofl delicate of women erpired In my 
armi. And I was happy in being prefent to fooih, 
by every tender endearment, the bittemefs of death. 

I received about this time, alfo, a veiy warni in-. 
vhafioR from Mifs St. Leger, to pafs the enfuing 
IWmmer with her in the Strath of France, Her un- 
de. Lord Doneraile, flie intbnnerf me, was dead, 
and had left her the whole of his fortune, excTofive-. 
of his lady's jointure. To which, (he added, that 
ffie was married to> Major Burton, but fiill enjo)'e(I 
fadh a bad flate of health, as to be unable to return. 
' to England. 

I was obliged, by a finrihr affiiflion, not only to 
decline this lady's invitation, but to poftpone my- 
conqueft of LoiMi tkt Fifieenth, and to fuffer that 
monarch to enjoy his liberty a little longer. My 
indifpofition was prodoRivc of a laflitude, which 
pitvented my forming parties, as I ufed to do, or 
from carrj-ing into execution any favotirite projefL 
lb 
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It however left me at leifure to enjoy tTie placid fb- 
ciely of tliore friends who honoured me with their 
company. Such being my fiiuation, nothing mate- 
rial happened during this fummer. 

At the opening of the enfuing feafon, Mr. Gar- 
rick produced two new performers. Thefe were 
Mr. MoCTop and Mr. Rofs. The former in the call 
of parts which had belonged to the inimitable Quin, 
who this winter retired from the ilage ; the other in 
thofe of lovers and genteel comedy. Mr. MofTop 
had a fine voice, but an uncouth manner. For a 
more particular defcription of him, 1 will refer you 
to Churchill's *' Rofciad." Mr. Rofs was handfome, 
his figure elegant, and his voice agreeable. H& 
would have been a valuable acquifilion to the theatre, 
had not his indolence, and love of conviviality, pre- 
vented his exerciCng that application, without whicli 
it is impoflible to Ihine on tlie flage. He feemcd to 
wifh to imitate Mr, Quin in beii^ a ton vivant; 
without remembering that that great man never gave 
loofe to his favourite paflion till his bufmefs at the 
theatre was over. 

The aid of thefe two gentlemen was , not pro- 
duflive of that fuccefs the manager hoped for. They 
pleafed; but they did not excite the public attention. 
And except the nights on which Garrickhimfelf per- 
formed, there were but indifferent houfes. The 
manager 
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mjinager had lliis feafon accepted of four new picc«, 
and he revived "The Mourning Bride," in which 
lie played Ofmyn. I had unintentionally oSended 
him, hy fending to Doftor Young, to beg the favour 
of reading his new piece of "The Brothers," during 
my illnefs. This unpardonable crime was to bereven- 
ged by teaching Mrs. Pritchard the part of Zara, and 
negle£ling the poor Bride. My fuccefs, however, 
in Almeria (pardon the feeming vanity) was as great 
even as Garrick's aflifig, which was beyond defcrip- 
tion. But hotwithllanding the unbounded applaufe 
he defervedly met with in the character of Ofmyn, 
and the moll confiderable receipts, for eight nights, 
that liad at that time e\'er been known, I behcve he 
vould gladly have facrificed both his reputation and 
his profit, fooner then I Qiould have acquired the ap- 
probation of the public, as I did in the chara£ler of 
Aimeria. 

Encouraged by my fuccefs, Mrs. Clivc was in- 
duced to appear in the charaEler of Zara. And, in- 
my opinion, (he played the part with infinitely more 
judgment then Mrs. Pritchard. But from fome tea- 
fon or other, for which I could never account, the 
public in general are feldom pleafed when tragedians 
or comedians go out of their ufual line of afling. 

Mr. Woodward once gave me a proof of this, by 

ioforming me, that in his youthful days he was call 

the 
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the part of Charfci in tti« - Nonjuror ;" but not;, 
withltafldmg Jie performfii it with the utmoft pro-- 
priety, the audience had been (b aecuRomed to his 
appearing in ludicrous charaflers, fuch as SlcndrTv 
WittoJ, &c. &X.&X, that the- moment they faw him 
come on, witb the ferions face tfce part required^ 
they buril iiWo an univerf*! laughter; and eonthiued 
to do fo throughout the whole performaflce, when- 
ever he appeared. Thi* reception determined hint 
never to attempt the BuCkm in future, but to keep- 
to the Sock, in which he wai fo jaRly admired- 

To the fame caufe I atrribnte the imitabfe CK^-e- 
not fucceeding, as I have juft infwmed you, aeconJ- 
ing to her merit; for (he always fpread the face of" 
joy and ptesfure as the fevourite daughter of Thalia,. 
Mrs. Pritchard, in a certain comic hne, poffefloi' 
unnvalled merit; but I could never entertain (he 
partiality for her whicha celebrated author now living 
.did ; who always chofe her for the Iicroine of hii 
pieces, in preference to the hrlt tragic aftrefs that 
ever trod the ftage, Mrs, CiMier, with whom Mr>- 
Friichard could never be put in competition. 

But ofKuion in thofe points is arbitrary, and we 
lihen adopt ideas from different caufe»; fometimei- 
we do it from caprice ; fometimes from a partiality 
for the perfon ; and I have known feveral, who have- 
periifled in what they firft afferted, though direflly 
contrary 
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•Gontraiy to their jud^eat, lellithe^iliouid incur the 
cenfurable <:ha^ of inftafoiltty. 

X>eSor Young's (ragody .of" Tihe Srodiers" was 
firft put IB .rehearfal . And from a ifuppofokm iha il 
was fqperior to bis " Revenge," ^eat hopes were 
entertained of its tucceOs. The rparts were delivered 
out at the fanae time ibr Mr. More'e comedy of 
■" Gil Bias," In the fucoefs of whirfi, themanagn-, 
from his friendlhip forihe author, greatly interefied 
himfdf. Mr. Carried fcnt me a part' in the laft 
mentioned piece, which I declioed accepting. 

Tiiis^ave him great o&nce, and provoked. him to 
write to •lae in the following terms. " Since you 
■*' have humbugged the town, I fu[^ofe you diink 
" you are iatitled to- do whatever you pleafe. The 
" liberty you have taken in alking to penile Dofior 
" Young's .pieoe, is unwairantable. Andl willcoo' 
•' vince you that / a/one am the .perfon to be ad< 
" drefled in whatever .concerns the theatre. 1 (hall 
" 5nd means to repay the contempt you have been 
" pleafed to (how me." . In this doughty manner ditl 
■he write to me for having' commited an unintenlionBl 
offence, (if itcan be conftrued into an offence) as.he 
-.was tenacous in theextreme of every >ranch of' his 
raanagerial prerogative, 

As it cannot be fuppofed that I would willingly be 

upon bad tenfta with Uiedireitor erf d«CQips in which 

I ferved ; 
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I ferved ; and only meant to haflen the piece by en- 
deavouring to ftudy the pan intended for me, which 
I. bad been informed was very long, I cou]d not help 
anfwering the manager's nndeferved cpiflle with 
fomc afperity. I informed him that I had not meant 
to infringe upon his authority, or to leJTen his dig- 
niiy. But that, notwithitanding I was to be gover<- 
ned with the greatcft eafe by complacency, yet no 
|K)wer on earth fhould rule me with a rod of iron. 

TJiis produced a declaration of war ; as it lighted 
up a flame which had long lain fmothering in his 
bofom. — ^This great little man, for fo he was in the 
literal fenfe of the word, was polTeded of as much 
meannefs as merit. This is a bold aflertion I ac- 
knowledge; cfpccially as lie was allowed by pcrfons 
.of the greateil judgment to be the moft complete 
a£lor that ever trod the flagc ; yet the dexterity of his 
management was equal to his perfonnance. Of 
which I ihall give the following fpecimen. 

He ufed to fend Mr. Varney, tlie houfe-keeper, 
round among the ladies of quality, to inform them, 
-as a matter of fivour, that his mailer played fuch a 
part on fuch a night ; to which Mr. Varney ufed to 
add, " And, if poffible, I will fecure a box for your 
" ladyfhip," I have been prefentwhen he has called 
on ladies with this flory, who have acknowledged 
themfelvcs much obliged to him for his intelligence, 
and

-an^ have given him a guinea for this particular mark 
of attention, cxclufive of the ufual prefent at Chrift* 
tnas, and at his benefit. And this he has done at 
the time, that, to my certain knowledge, there has 
not been one box really engaged in the book for the 
niglit of performance lie has mentioned. 

Upon my appearing in the green-room for the firft 
time after the before-mentioned letters had pafled, 
the manageraccoitedme with, " Ah, ah, ah,inadam, 
" you are come at laft. — It was unfortunate for us, 
*' that the Doflor infifled upon your ueing his he- 
" roine." To this I readily adented; as I really 
thought with him that Mrs. Pritchard would have 
appeared in the charafler to much more advantage; 
as I had fuel) a natural diQike to haughtinefs, that 
it was with difficulty I could affume it ; and when I 
did, I was never fuccefsful. I public^' exprelTed 
thefe fentimenis, which were not uttered from pique 
or refentment lo the manager, but were the real dic- 
tates of my heart. To this I added, that I fincerely 
tliought his favourite, Mrs. Pritchard, would gain 
more credit to herfelf and the piece, than I ihould ; 
and, confcquently, be the means of acquiring more 
confiderable emoluments for the author. And being 
thus confcious .oi my inability, I was ready to give 
.up the part. 

, Here 
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H»e Ac DoQor cried out, "No! bo!*' wh'ic^ 
-did not -Teem to f^fe die manager. Indeed he ap^ 
peared to be much mortified at my fongsfroid. Bui 
vi I had declared with io muchdifiittereflednerSj that 
1 had no great hopes of fuccefs in the charafler^ 
there was nothing furthCT Jeft for him to fay i^n 
the occafion. 

When the piece was read, I objeSed to a linct 
■which I imagined came with bat an iil-grace from 
the mouth of a lady ; even from fo high-flighted a 
one as die Princcfs Irexine. This was the fentence. 

— " I will ^eak. to you in thundCT." 

"Upon my making the objeftion, the author replied, 
that he thought it the mc/ft forcible line in the piece. 
To which I anfwered, that it would he much more ' 
fo, if he joined Jightning to it. Hearing this, he 
t>egan to wax wwrn ; and declared that the perform 
mance then reading was the btji he had eVcr wrote. 
I could not now refill faying, "I fear, Doflor, I 
" (hall lofc your favour, in the fame manner as Gil 
" filas, upon a fimilar occalton, did that of the 
" Bilhop of Toledo. And I cannot help reminding 
" you of a tragedy called the Revenge." My hav- 
ing given die Do£lor's ikunder a companion, had 
fet the rifibte features of the performers in' motion. 
This unfortunately increafed the agitation I had put 
him

iim iato, hy not aUawing him to be able to jtiJge 
of the merit of his own cempofitioas, and threw 
him into the moft extravagant paflion. 

I now repented of my petulance to the dc^or, as 
I had the higheft efleem for him, and had -lived ia 
the llri£lcft mtimacy with his daughter, I therefore 
went up to him, and taking him by the hand, re- 
quefted that he would -not only lorgtvemefor what I 
had faid, but that he would likewife recall to his 
incmory thofe divine precepts he had promulgated in 
bis " Night Tlioughis ;" left, by thus giving way to 
fuch immoderate anger, he Aiotild convince us, that 
even he, only knew and gave us the theory, with- 
(nit being mailer of the pra£ttcal parL The Do£)or 
thsnkcd me cordially for the r^uke ; and ftriding.

Our next cflay was a play altered iirom the frenck 
^Y Do6)or Francis, the then reputed tranflator of 
Horace, It was entitled " Eugenia, or the fuppoti- 
*' titious Daughter." And notwiihft adding Mr, Gar- 
rick, an4 all his principal performers plaj-ed in it, 
they could only drag^onioT fix or nine nights (I 
cannot recol left which) to empty benches and a dead 
^iilence. This difcomfited the mana|:er. But his laft 
exhibition, •• The Mafque of Alfred," written by 
Mallet, carried fure fuccefs along with it. This had 
been exhibited fome years befo*e at Cliefden, the 
fummer refidence of the Prince and Princefs of 
Wales. The great part, though not the princip^ 
charafier, that of the Hermit, was adapted by the 
author to his friend Quin, But when he offered the 
piece to the jnanager of. DruT}--Lane, he made that 
of Alfred tlie confequential and Itriking part, as 
well as the capital cbarafler. In this Mr. GarricJt 
exceeded even himJelf. And when he repeated the 
following line, which tlie author had borrowed from 
the Atlialia of Racine, 

" I fear God, and have no other fear," 
He appeared to be another Atlas; and like him 
carried a world upon his Ihoulders. The fuccefs I 
net witli in Elfrida was .ia«re from fituation and 
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Jrefs thin from the merit of the part, ai it.was veiy 
mediocre, and (hori, though the chaVafleria atniable-J 
Froin betiij^ indtfpofed- at the beginning ef thr 
winter, and (o cenilanlly employed during the n^ 
mainder of it, I had neither time no» . inclination tt> 
fee much company. I had cVen very littfe of Mi. 
Metham's company, as- he was generallj' at White's, 
or fonie other coffee-hoy fe lofing his money. Ther 
thirtieth of Jaauacy ^^pproaching, on whict* thei^C 
was no performance, and il being Meihain's birth- 
day, I propoted giving a gala to his fiieuda and my 
' own. AccordinRly, I fent for Goundu to drefs tlte 
dinner ; and I ordeied R-obinfon, the coafetrioner,. 
W furniOi the defert. 

The gentleman, on whofe account the feaft waa 
celebrated, brought Mr. Cal Graft in his. hand;. who 
was only known to me by having been in company 
with Mr. Fox, when he accidentally honoured me 
with a vifit, as before related, and from his being a 
conftant attendant at the theatre, where he was in- 
tFoduced to me by Lord Robert Sutton. He fat m 
the bottom of the' table next t& his introdufktr. The 
dinner was much admired. But when the defert was 
placed on the table, it was extolled in thchighelt 
terms. It was indeed more fumptuous than it could 
. be fuppofed Mr. Metham's- fortune could afford;

The perturbatiotis I had been throw-n into by 
Sherrad's viHt, added to the -other feverc trials I had 
before undergone, continued for &)tiie days to keep 
niy mind in a'ftate-of frantic confufion^ but diey 
were too violent to laft long.

He at" 
the fame lime poffeRed a tolerahlc (hare of vanitj,- 
which prevented thai falfc modefty the learned are* 
(rften addi^dd to. And though no gfPat adept in the' 
dfead languages, he was fo well verfed in the living, 
as to be able, when in company »4th ladies, to 
fnbftite flbwcry fi£lion-in the place of truth. Withr 
Aefe attra£lions, aided by a fine figure andun eie-' 
gant addrefsr he might well expeft fuccefs with the- 
fairfeX; parti culary with Ui petite maitrejes dePar is.'

For, notwithfland- 
ing the great marks of approbation I was honouretf 
with by the public, whenever the merits of that I^y 
were mentioned, I always fpoke my real fcptjiiKSitSi 
and acknowledged her indubitable; fu^Kriority. 

Mr. Clutterbuck, an intimate acquaintance of the 
manager's, was deputed as antbalTadoi t^n this o<;- 
cafeiii. He had power to offcff me not only a» in- 
creafe of fabry, but the parts of JuHet, Defdemoiu, 
add OjA'i&z ; which Mrs. Cibber condefcendcd to re- 
lign in my favour, to indue? njA to continue in the 
company. 1 ho\v-evcr infilled on the article whtcli 
at prefent fubfifted, and which was not yet expired, 
})«ing given up, a$ it was now void by Mr. Garrick^ 
having 
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having engaged Mrs. Cibbcr. Wlien I had eniereil 
into this engagement, confcious of the great fuperio- 
rity of that inimitable aflrefs, which I thought would 
throw me at an infinite diffance, I had ipHlled on 
this circumftance being particularly fpecified in it. 
■ The namerous patrons and patronefies who ho- 
noured ma with iheir proteftion, and ftill decIareJ 
warmly ii( nty favour, >nade my dcfertion much fear- 
ed by the patentees of Drury-Lane, and courted hy 
the proprifiior qf Covent-Garden. With the latter 
at length I engaged, in defiance of the advice of aJf 
ply fpetids, aiHj the moJl earaeft foiiciiaiions of 
Mfs. Gibber. , There feems (o have been fome evil 
geijius .Jircfiding over me during my whole life, 
which has fru^rated every opporluiiity of doing well 
that offered in my fav^u^. In this cafe, my deter- 
mination. Was peculiarly ill-judged, as my continuing 
fco play with Garriek would have improved me, and 
Mrs. Ciibfcr's /requent confinements from indifpofi- 
tioUfiwhiohtotay knowledge were real and not feign-

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As it was (o l«ig Bnce I received the bank-notes, 
and my unknown friend had never given me the IcafE 
hint by which I might know from-whom they came* 
I thought I might no\v make ufc of the thourand- 
guineas.

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iVl R. FOX continued at this time Secretary at War,, 
in which employment netther any of bis predecelTor* 
nor fuccefTors have been held in greater eftimation.

that he had a lincere regard (or me, I Ihould haver 
been offended at his oddity, but ^ it was it rather 
diverted me. 
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It can fcaicely b^ credited that the bare crolCngi 
tbc way (for it can be called no oiherwife} from 
Dniiy-Lanc to Covcnt- Garden, {hould excite the ti- 
midity of a perfurmer of my Handing. But it' is 
really a faft, that nptwithflanding the favour of the 
^ public towards me was more vehemently fliown than 
ever, by repeated applaufe ; and though I retaincd- 
tny powers ; I was under as flrong apprchenfions as 
when I firfl deputed it under Mr. Rich's aufpjces in'

Lady Caroline Fox, Lady Tyrawlcy, 
and Mr. FoXf flood fponfors in, perfon.- Thii cir, 
■ . . . cumftiyico 
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mmflance put the certainty of iny being marriecT 
out of all doubt, as it was not ta be fuppofed that f 
fhould have been fo bighfy honoured had it been 
dubious. Indeed, it could fcarcely be imagined that 
I would live upon any other tcrmi, with a man who 
could not inr any fhapc be* put in competition wftB 
Mr. Methtm, not Only from the inCeriority of his 
qualifi^catidns, but of his fortune, both in poffefTion 
and' expe£tationF; theonti being poirefTed of a large 
cflate and propert)-, with further espeflancies ; the 
other wholly dependent upon the patronage- of the 
Secretary at War: 

When 1 recovered from my lying-rn, Mr. Calcraft

Mr. Me- 
tjiain's annuity, I Hnmediatcly fent to Mr. Moore, 3,, 
^TlUepian. for .whc^ni I had _the pioft fincere.regftrdti- 
qtt account of hi* nianjy amiable qualities, and who,, 
if'om ij]?; firl^ of our acq^aintai)f^, had honoured 
rae with a reciprocal return. To this gentlem^i i. 
deliv(^ed the writing, requefting that he would re- 
turu it info the bands »f Mr- Metham,. upffn his ar-,- 
rjval in -England., But, fi;ojii 'vhat reafon I .know, 
npt,- this requell was.nQtcompli^vitl^. I citn onljr, 
impute it to the dillraflion of bJs thoughts.

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JtatwiibDanding he pofTelTed all thofe valuable en- 
, ilowments, he could not efcaje the Ihafis of calum- 
' ;ny, nor the ftings of ingratitude, from thofe ferpents 
hefofleredin his bofom. ' ." 

I cannot here help taking notice of an inftancc, a- 
mong many, of this worthy man's fondnefs fbr bis 
fon, who Juftly makes fo confpicuous a figure in the 
political annals o£ the prefent times. The wall at 
tha bottom of the lawn before HoUand-houfe being 
to be taken down, and iron pallifades put up in itj 
room, that the pafTengers on the road might have x 
betier view of that fine antique building, it was ne- 
ccflary to make ufe of gunpowder to precipitate the 
work. Mr. Fox bad ptomifed Mailer Charles that 
he (hould be prefent when the explofion took place. 
But finding the workmen had compleateti the fall of 
the wall without giving him notice, he owlered it 19 
be rebuilt. And when it was thoroughly ccmenied, 
had it blown up again, in order to keep his word 
with his Ton. He at the fame time recommended it 
to thofe about him, never, upon any account, to be 
guilty of a breach of promife to children, as by do- 
ing fo they infiilled into them an indifference with 
regard to the obfervance of their own promifes, wheo 
ilie}' arrived at the years of maturity.

At tliift period I mat with a very ftvere lofs in being, 
deprived of th« company of the two Mifs Merediths i 
between- whom and myfclf there fisd always faLfiUc'I' 
the mofl cordial intimacy.

Since r had been united to Mr. CalcraA Thad ob-.^ 
tained the- agency of Sip John Mordaunt, and Gene- 
sal Campbell ((he late Duke oF Argyle) evciufive ofj 
general Braddock's, already meiiiioned. I had fur- 
ther procured the promife of Colonel Honeywoodi 
^mce General) who vas upon' the lift for an Engtifhi 
iKgimcnt^ And I. was as alert in^ endeavouring to- 
acquire their agency,, as Mr- Calcraft was in doin^^ 
the requifite bulinefs when honourad with it. 

As to. my own^affairs, they claimed little of my 
attcn:ion. I left the management of them, with re- 
gard to mo Rey matters, foldy to my Cook, Whom J 
believed to be ap honcll in his pi*inciples as he was 
perfefl in-hi»profcflion. We hadcompany to diu- 
-cer and fuppcr every day, which confequendy was^ 
produftive of an expem-e three umes as large as. 
what Mr. Calcraft allowed me.. But as his- afFeftion. 
feemeJ to experience no (^minution, I did not har-

either at breakfaft, dinner, or ftipper, and fome day«- 
M all three. To entertain' fiich gueds required deli- 
cacies-,, and I piqued myfelf upon underflanding a bill; 
of fare as well as any maitre d'kotel in London: 

My gentleman had purchafed a place, which from- 
Hie beauty of it»fituation was attrafling, but it ha<ii 
its inconveniencies. It is called Holwood-hill, and^ 
IE fituated near Bromley in Kent. As he was fubjeft 
to the gqiit in- his head', he was alwa)s talking o£ 
dyingi And indeed he had fome reafon to be appre- 
henfive, as his mother died young, of the fame dif- 
erder. During thefe fits he ufed to fity (hat he in- 
tended this feat for my daughter and myfelf; upon< 
which account I fpared nO' expence to clean and' 
beautify it. What made me more partial to HoII- 
wood was,' that I.ord Tyrawl^ had been, once the. 
ttwncr of it. • 

Some years before Mr. Calcraft boughr it, the 
koufe had been occupied by fix gentlemen belonging- 
to the Croydon. hunt; as it lay adjacent to a wood. 
' confifl- 
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confifting of fevera) hiuidrcd acres, from whence thff 
foxes were unearthed, and from which it takes itv 
name; This induced thofe gentlemen to erefl offices 
and ilablfcs to it worilly of a better houfe ; for it was- 
old, and built after the ancient manner in apartments. 
It not having been, tenanted for four yan, I found' 
it required nearly as mucli cleanfing as- the Augean 
liable ; for the houfe had as- many inliabitants of ttie 
-\'cnnin kind as the gardens and pondr, which were 
wernin with weeds, had-of frogs, toads, and other- 
reptiles. 

This m^e the taflty which I had undertaken to fee 
performed myfelf, not only iroublefome but expen- 
five. However^ a fortunate circumflanee tended tO' 
accelerate it^ There being in^ the cellar a great deal- 
of curioiu wine, Dofior Francis, who, as I have 
before obferved, Icvcd- his- bottle, eheeifnily afTurded- 
me fail afTiftance to forward my Herculean labour. 
General Campbell feni tne a.gardfener, and fuppUed. 
me with-many lbrufo»and exotics- from Combe-bank. 
He likewife favoured ma with- his advice how to layv 
out the ground, which confuted only of eleven acres^ 
In the garden I built a hot-houfe.a fuccefBon-houfe, 
■ green-houfe, and an ice-houfe ; and I compleated 
the whole of this complicaied undertaking wiihio 
four months; that is to fay, from the beginning of 
Ecbiuary ta the Uuec ea4 oC Ma^. 

Thi». 
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This feat is four mil«6 frewn Bromley, which is the 
neareft market town-to it. It is fitualed on an emi- 
Qcnce, wd commands an unlimked profpefi. Oct' 
«ne fide you can fee X/mdon at fifteen miles diftance, 
and pn tlie other you have a moA extenfive view of 
the adjacent country. The expedition with which 
1 had rendered it completely habitable, excited the- 
wonder of every one who heard of it, and obtained 
me their praifes. Its Ctuation fo near town, ho\ik.. 
ever, made it an inn, without the ufual advantage^ 
arifing from carrying in a bill in- the morning. And. 
as I was never without two or three, or more femaW 
vifitants, who were innocently cheerful, and witty 
without ill-nature, it muft be fuppofed we did not 
want for the company of fucfi of" our male acquaint- 
ance as loved focieiy, and wilhed to tafte the Ne- 
penthe that had proci>[ed me the Doctor's af£fl- 
ance. 

The next year Mr. Calcraft took an adjacent farm, 
which was fuflicient to maintain the houl'e. But for 
the prefent, Dr. Belts, fuj^lied me- This clergj'- 
man lived at a village caHed Caflon, ^oul a. mile 
from the wood ; and, as he kept his ly tlies in his owrb 
hands, he was able to furiiifli me with poultry and 
other articles. Mr. Calcrafi had prefented me with. 
fixAlderney cows andabull. And as he had fetretly 
jpined. Mr. Sliaftoc in his Rud, we had a number of 
attendants.

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attendaau belonging lo the flable, which was not r 
diCagreeable circumfbnce in- fo lonely a place. 

At the end of the rummer, T found thai I' had ex-
